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Personal  Appearance  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith 

RESIDENT  JOSEPH  SMITH  was  in  person  tall  and  well  built,  strong 
and  active ;  of  a  light  complexion,  light  hair,  blue  eyes,  very  little 
beard,  and  of  an  expression  peculiar  to  himself,  on  which  the  eye 
naturally  rested  with  interest,  and  was  never  weary  of  beholding.  His  countenance 
was  ever  mild,  affable,  beaming  with  intelligence  and  benevolence  ;  mingled  with 
a  look  of  interest  and  an  unconscious  smile,  or  cheerfulness,  and  entirely  free  from 
all  restraint  or  affectation  or  gravity;  and  there  was  something  connected  with 
the  serene  and  steady  penetrating  glance  of  his  eye,  as  if  he  would  penetrate  the 
deepest  abyss  of  the  human  heart,  gaze  into  eternity,  penetrate  the  heavens  and 
comprehend  all  worlds. 

He  possessed  a  noble  boldness  and  independence  of  character;  his  manner  was 
easy  and  familiar;  his  rebuke  terrible  as  the  lion;  his  benevolence  unbounded  as 
the  ocean ;  his  intelligence  universal,  and  his  language  abounding  in  original 
eloquence  peculiar  to  himself — not  polished — not  studied — not  smoothed  and 
softened  by  education  and  refined  by  art,  but  flowing  forth  in  its  own  native 
simplicity,  and  profusely  abounding  in  variety  of  subject  and  manner.  He 
interested  and  edified  while,  at  the  same  time  he  amused  and  entertained  his 
audience;  and  none  listened  to  him  that  were  ever  weary  with  his  discourse..  I 
have  even  known  him  to  retain  a  congregation  of  willing  and  anxious  listeners  for 
many  hours  together,  in  the  midst  of  cold  or  sunshine,  rain  or  wind,  while  they 
were  laughing  at  one  moment  and  weeping  the  next.  Even  his  bitter  enemies 
were  generally  overcome  if  he  could  once  get  their  ears.

UST  as  the  education  of  a  child 
begins  before  it  is  born,  so  the 
the  success  of  the  home  life 
begins  years  before  those  who  are  to 
make  the  home  assume  this  responsibility. 
It  is  part  of  the  business  of  every  Latter- 
day  Saint  home  to  begin  early  the  pre- 
paration of  the  sons  and  daughters  ior 
successful  home  life.  This  calls  early 

for  development  of  interest  in  home 
responsibilities  and  co-operation  in  as- 
suming a  fair  share  of  these  responsibili- 
ties. It  also  calls  for  development  of 
habits,  of  getting  on  agreeably  with 
brothers  and  sisters,  and  having  regard 
for  the  welfare  of  each  and  every  member 
of  the  family  group.  As  the  youth  begins 
to  approach  marriageable  age,  the  social 
purpose  of  marriage  should  receive 
serious  consideration.  In  the  first  place 
marriage  is  for  Latter-day  Saints  one  of 
the  most  sacred  obligations  that  anyone 
may  assume — a  religious  covenant  ap- 
proved and  commended  by  our  Church  as 
having  far  more  significance  than  a  mere 
secular  contract.  It  is  rather  a  contract 
that  holds  together  for  eternity  those 
that  enter  into  it,  and  the  children  that 
normally  may  be  one  of  the  results  of  the 
marriage. 

Marriage  is  a  law  of  God  and  no  people 
in  history  have  found  any  other  satisfac- 
tory method  of  perpetuating  the  race. 

Young  people  of  normal  physical  and 
mental  capacity  should  not  enter  upon 
home-making  unless  they  are  willing  to 
assume  this  responsibility,  and  to  sub- 
ordinate to  this  end  the  pursuit  of 
pleasures  outside  the  home.  The  very 

nature  of  this  responsibility  calls  for 
permanent  union  of  those  who  are  to 
found  a  home  and  family. 

Long  Cooperation. 

From  the  birth  of  the  first  child  until 
the  last  born  is  grown  to  maturity,  calls 
for  a  long  period  of  co-operation  of 
parents,  and  after  that  die  example  of 
grandparents  of  another  generation  is  not 
without  influence  for  good  or  evil, 


It  is  not  uncommon  for  writers  on 
education  to  idealize  the  pioneer  home, 
when  the  home  was  a  little  factory  for 
the  making  of  everything  used  in  the 
home,  and  where  everyone  had  to  co- 
operate with  others  in  carrying  on  the 
work,  all  of  which  tended  toward  develop- 
ment of  industries,  responsible,  co- 
operative individuals. 

Should  we  mourn  the  passing  of  these 
"  good  old  days  "  or  should  we  rather 
think  of  and  utilize  the  advantages  of 
better  material  conditions  and  mechanical 
helps   in  the  home?  Is  there  not  still 

enough  to  do  if  At  is  well  done,  is  there 
not  more  time  available  for  the  social, 
moral,  and  spiritual  life  of  the  family,  and 
is  there  not  in  this  also,  opportunity  for 
co-operation  and  a  still  higher  degree  of 
fellowship? 

Modern  Needs. 

There  is,  under  these  modern  condi- 
tions, less  need  of  servants  in  the  home 
other  than  those  that  modern  science  and 
invention  have  provided.  There  is  also 
opportunity  for  young  people  to  learn  how- 
best  to  use  modern  conveniences  and  how- 
to  make  most  profitable  use  of  leisure 
time.  It  has  now  become  a  major 
reponsibility  of  the  home  to  develop 
habits  and  tastes  that  will  make  leisure 
time  activities  a  blessing  rather  than  a 
curse,  as  it  may  become  in  the  absence  of 
socially  valuable  habits  and  elevating 
tastes.  Thus,  whenever  circumstances 

will  permit,  the  home  should  be  as  well 
equipped  for  the  enjoyment  of  music,  art, 
and  literature  as  it  is  in  modern  mechani- 
cal equipment ;  this  is  not  so  much  a 
matter  of  family  wealth  as  it  is  of  industry 
and  intelligent  management. 

A  mother  who  has  been  properly  trained 
for  homemaking  can.  with  a  minimum  cf 
financial  resources,  joined  with  her  skill, 
industry,  and  good  taste,  make  a  home 
more  attractive  than  can  the  ord'nary 
woman  of  wealth  who  is  wanting  in  these 
personal  qualities.

Editor's  Note. — This  article  is  adapted  from  one  of  a  series  entitled  "  Editor  on  Tour," 
written  by  Mr.  William  Hills,  of  the  Amalgamated  Press  (S.A.)  Ltd.,  and  Editor  of  six  news- 
papers published  in  six  of  the  reef  towns  about  Johannesburg.  This  article  appeared  in  all  of 
their  papers  last  October.  Mr.  Hills  visited  Salt  Lake  City  last  July  and  when  approached  at 
his  oirice  in  the  Times  Building,  Benoni,  stated  that  he  had  written  as  he  had  found  the 
"  Mormon  "    people.        We  appreciate  Mr.    Hill's  fair  treatment. 


HAVE  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  if  ever  any  religious  body 
had  ground  for  a  suit  for 
slander  against  its  traducer,  that  body 
would  be  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-Day  Saints,  known  throughout  the 
world  as  the  Mormons.  This  opinion  has 
been  formed  after  a  tour  over  a  good  part 
of  the  State  of  Utah  and  a  visit  to  Salt 
Lake  City  during  the  course  of  which  I 
met  and  talked  with  Mormons  of  all 
classes  and  occupations. 

A  Popular  Fallacy. 

Nine  out  of  every  ten  people  claiming 
to  be  educated  and  living  outside  the 
LInited  States  still  believe  Utah  to  be  a 
kind  of  Mohammedan  Paradise,  where  a 
man  is  the  adored  idol  of  anything  from 
two  to  twenty  wives.  Far  from  this 
being  the  case  Utah  can  legitimately  boast 
of  being  the  bulwark  of  one  man  one  wife. 
Plural  marriage  was  abolished  fifty  years 
ago,  and  marriage  being  regarded  as  a 
Sacrament  and  requiring  the  Divine 
blessing  in  Church  there  are  fewer 
divorces  on  a  population  basis  in  Utah 
than  in  any  other  American  State. 

In  a  previous  article  I  mentioned  my 
first  encounter  with  a  Latter-day  Saint 
while  travelling  through  the  Sage  Brush 
country  in  Western  Utah  to  Cedar  City, 
but  could  not  reproduce  in  that  letter  all 
she  told  me  with  such  quiet  earnestness 
of  Mormon  tenets. 

My  information  on  the  subject  was  later 
on  amplified  by  talks  with  an  ex -Mormon 
missionary  to  Germany,  now  studying  to 
be  a  doctor,  and  in  the  meantime  earning 
his  living  as  a  driver-guide  on  a  bus,  and 
the  Mormon  who  showed  me  round 
Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake  City,  while 
literature  was  supplied  at  headquarters. 
The  Desert  Blossoms. 

My  first  acquaintance  with  the  State  of 
Utah  was  at  Lund  under  circumstances 
already  described.  I   travelled   several 


hundred  miles  in  Utah  after  leaving 
Nevada,  chiefly  by  service  bus,  and  during 
that  time  was  able  to  see  what  marvels 
had  been  accomplished  by  the  sturdy 
Mormon  pioneers  in  the  midst  of  a  desert 
of  Sage  Brush. 

My  entry  into  Salt  Lake  City  itself  was 
by  the  Union  Pacific  which  company 
operates  a  fleet  of  auto-buses  as  well  as 
railway   trains.  The  weather  was   not 

propitious,  and  it  was  raining  and  cold. 
I  only  stayed  a  few  hours,  but  returned 
a  week  later  to>  make  a  closer  inspection 
of  the  headquarters  of  Mormondom. 

Salt  Lake  City. 

The  first  impression  is  of  an  ordinary 
American  town  laid  out  on  the  rectangular 
principle.  The  streets  are  very  wide,  and 
almost  all  the  residences  have  large 
gardens. 

In  the  centre  of  the  town  is  the 
Temple  area  in  which  is  situated  the 
Temple,  the  Tabernacle,  and  a  Museum, 
all  placed  in  a  beautiful  public  garden. 
The  other  side  of  the  road  is  the  Hotel 
Utah,  which  cost  2,500,000  dollars. 
From  this  centre  after  breakfast  I  sallied 
forth  to  inspect  the  city. 

In  the  morning  it  was  undesirably  hot, 
but  yet  the  Mormon  guides  were  busily  at 
work.  Here  it  may  be  said  they  carry 
on  their  voluntary  task  without  fee  or 
reward,  and  instead  of  admission  fees  and 
tips  the  visitor  is  actually  given  illustrated 
booklets  to  carry  away. 

In  the  Temple  Area. 

After  being  allocated  to  a  group,  our 
guide,  a  tall  young  man  with  long  hair 
and  small  side  whiskers  wearing  a  black 
suit,  commenced  by  taking  us  round  the 
enclosure,  which  is  the  heart  of  the  com- 
munity.  This  is  surrounded  by  a  stone 
and  adobe  wall  15  feet  high  and  3  feet 
thick,  which  was  built  by  President

LSEWHERE  in  this  issue  is  the 
article  "  Amongst  the  Mormons," 
written  by  an  unbiased,  prominent  South 
African  newspaper  man  and  member  of  the 
Church  of  England,  Mr.  William  Hills. 
Recently  the  "  March  of  Time  "  paid  the 
compliment  to  the  Church  Security  Pro- 
gramme by  dramatizing  its  accomplishments 
and  sending  the  film  all  over  the  world. 
During  the  month  of  February  the  Metro- 
Coldwyn-Mayer  historical  and  educational 
short  "  The  Miracle  of  Salt  Lake,"  a  tribute 
to  the  "  Mormon  "  Pioneers,  was  shown 
throughout  the  Union  and  has  been  shown  in 
other  parts  of  the  civilized  world. 

This  treatise  and  these  pictures  were  un- 
solicited. They  were  produced  because  of 
their  interest  and  possible  educational  value. 

"  Do  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs 
of  thistles?  "  We  know  that  they  do  not. 
"  But  what  good  do  we  here  in  South  Africa 
benefit  from  hearing  and  reading  about  the 
activities  of  the  Saints  in  the  far-off  land  of 
America?"  Just      this — as     men     cannot 

gather    grapes    from    thorns    nor    figs    from 
thistles,  neither  can  men  gather  good  educa- 
tional   and    inspirational    stories    and    articles 
from  a  group  of  people  who  are  not  guided 
by  right  principles  and  inspired  leaders. 
"  Lives  of  great  men  all  remind  us 
We  can  make  our  lives  supreme 
And  departing  leave  behind  us 
Footprints   in   the  sands   of   time." 

There  is  no  good  reason  why  we  here  in 
South  Africa,  who  are  taught  and  led  by  the 
same  inspired  leaders,  cannot  become  as  in- 
fluential, in  our  own  circles  at  least,  as 
those  of  our  faith  in  America.  They,  too, 
as  the  "Miracle  of  Salt  Lake"  plainly 
demonstrates,   were  once  onlv   a   small  faith- 


ful group,  who  by  sacrifice,  perseverance  and 
hard  work  set  the  solid  foundations  of  what 
is  now  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  They  preserved  the 
glorious  principles  of  the  everlasting  Gospel 
that   we   might  bask   in   its   life-giving  light. 

Many  of  us  little  realize  that  those  people 
with  whom  we  associate  or  mingle  with  from 
day  to  day  are  judging  "  our  "  people  and 
"  His  "   Church. 

The  principles  of  jiving  which  we  honestly 
believe,  we  adopt  and  make  a  part  of  our 
being  those  fundamental  principles  our 
habits  are  made  of.  Some  wise  man  once 
said  that  "  you  can  fool  some  of  the  people 
some  of  the  time,  but  you  can't  fool  all  the 
people  all  of  the  time."  We  cannot  always 
have  our  "  company  "  manners  with  us 
unless  we  make  our  "  company"  manners  our 
every-day  ones. 

"  To  be  or  not  to  be;  that  is  the  question," 
Shakespeare  said  in  Hamlet.  It  takes 
strength  of  character  to  be  a  real  "  Mor- 
mon." It  is  a  question  of  "to  be  or  not 
to  be."  There  is  no  half-way  mark  in  this 
religion  of  ours.  Everybody  that  knows  us 
either  expects  us  to  be  exceptionally  good 
or  to  be  thoroughly  bad.  You  have  noticed 
the  notoriety  a  "  Mormon  "  receives  when 
he  does  go  wrong. 

So  let  us  begin  by  living  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  in  our  own  homes,  then  it  will 
be  no  effort  to  live  those  exemplary  principles 
when  we  are  out  with  our  friends  or  among 
strangers.  Thus      we      may      preach      the 

Gospel  by  example  and  may  truly  show  that 
figs  do  not  grow  from  thistles.

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Two  Thousand  Miles 

THRILLING  and  faith-promot- 
ing adventure  was  in  store  for 
Elders  Stoman  and  Udall,  as 
they  left  Cape  Town  en  route  to  their  field 
of  labour  in  the  Transvaal  District.  They 
left  "  Cumorah  "  on  the  6th  January, 
after  the  annual  convention  had  con- 
cluded. The  two  Elders  started  their 
journey  without  purse  or  scrip,  depending 
solely  on  the  Lord  and  the  hospitality  of 
the  South  African  people  for  conveyance, 
food,  and  shelter.  The  itinerary  was 
planned  so  as  to  include  visits  to  all  the 
Districts  with  the  exception  of  Natal. 


They  first  visited  the  Strand,  then  con- 
tinued to  Robertson  by  way  of  Paarl. 
Upon  arriving-  there  the  Elders  visited  the 
Saints  and  held  a  cottage  meeting.  From 
there  they  travelled  by  way  of  Mossel  Bay 
and  Montagu  Pass  to  the  Cango  Caves. 
Here  the  Elders  sold  a  few  Books  of 
Mormon  in  order  to  gain  admission. 
These  scenic  wonders  of  Africa  proved  to 
be  one  of  the  highlights  of  their  trip. 

The  missionaries  then  went  on  to  Port 
Elizabeth  where  they  remained  a  day 
visiting  the  Saints,  and  then  continued  to 
Grahamstown — the  "  City  of  Saints  " — 
so  called  because  of  the  thirty-seven 
churches  there. 

After  a  baptismal  service  in  East 
London  they  travelled  inland  to  Basuto- 
land,  Kimberley,  and  to  the  historic  town 
of  Potchefstroom. 


As  the  sun  was  sinking  in  the  west  for 
the  seventeenth  time  during  their  journey, 
the  two  tired,  but  happy  missionaries 
reached  "  Ramah  "  where  they  wen: 
gladly  welcomed  by  their  five  companions. 

While  on  the  trip  they  spread  the 
message  of  the  Restored  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  by  way  of  conversation  and  distri- 
bution of  literature.  To  the  missionaries 
this  long  trip  of  two  thousand  miles  was 
full  of  many  faith -promoting  experiences, 
and  they  felt  the  Lord  had  blessed  them 
abundantly  during  their  journey. 


Voices  of  Hollywood 

HE  latest  addition  to  the  methods 
of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the 
people  of  South  Africa  is  that 
of  recorded  dramatizations  of  Church  his- 
tory ami  precepts.  "  The  Fulness  of 
Times  "  is  the  name  of  these  inspira- 
tionally  presented  recordings  dealing 
with  modern  prophecy  and  its  fulfilment. 
The  Church  Radio,  Publicity,  and  Litera- 
ture Committee  had  these  discs  produced 
in   "  filmland  "   to  assure  perfection. 

When  asked  of  their  influence,  the 
listeners  agreed  with  unanimity  that 
sufficient  appreciation  was  previously 
lacking  for  the  Prophet  Joseph  and  the 
struggles  endured  by  the  early  Saints  to 
establish  the  Church.  For  many,  these 
programmes  have  strengthened  their 
testimonies,  for  others,  they  have  proved 
to  be  an  incentive  to  learn  more  of  the 
Restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Each  of  the  13  dramas  deals  with  a 
specific  episode  in  Church  history  and  is 
complete   in   itself.  Exceptionally   well 

written  and  equally  well  dramatized  these 
plays  provide  a  total  of  six  and  one-half 
hours  of  interesting  Church  h'story 
among  which  are  the  Vision  and  a  realis- 
tic re-enactment  of  the  martyrdom  in 
Carthage  Jail.  There  are  other  events 

recorded  that  have  strong  emotional 
appeal  especially  to  Latter-day  Saints.

N  a  short  period  the  motion  pic- 
ture industry  has  accomplished 
much     which     the    missionaries 
would  have  taken  years  and  years  to  do.

Such  a  bioscope  stimulates  our  minds  to 
better  realize  the  inviolability  of  the  Sea- 
gull Monument,  and  to  better  appreciate 
the  purpose  of  its  erection.  Our  faith 
could  well  be  developed  to  equal  theirs. 


Relief  Society  Birthday

HE  day  was  17th  March,  1842, 
when  18  women  gathered  in  the 
office  of  Joseph  Smith  to  organize  the 
association  known   as  the  Relief  Society. 

The  aims  of  the  society,  although  far- 
reaching  in  effect,  were  simply  stated. 
The  women  were  to  manifest  benevolence, 
irrespective  of  creed  ;  to  care  for  the  sick 
and  unfortunate ;  to  watch  over  the 
morals  of  the  members. 

The  principles  and  advice  given  by  the 
Prophet  Joseph  not  only  laid  a  firm 
foundation  on  which  to  build  the  Society, 
but  the  principles  he  gave  are  necessary 
for  a  successful  organization. 

This  month  as  we  commemorate  the 
'97th  anniversary  of  our  organization,  we 
send  loving  greetings,  and  offer  member- 
ship  to   all  women   irrespective  of  creed.

Brigham  Young  to  provide  work  for  the 
unemployed.  He  had  previously  picked 
the  site  in  the  desert  with  the  words, 
"  Here  we  will  build  the  Temple  of  our 
God." 

The  enclosure  contains  several  works  of 
considerable   artistic   merit.  One   is    a 

bronze  in  low  relief  of  "  Handcart 
Family,"  for  many  thousand  people 
actually  arrived  in  Utah  on  foot  pulling' 
their  belongings  over  hundreds  of  miles 
when  they  found  the  older  States  would 
have  none  of  them. 


Unveiled  September  13th,  1913, 
this  monument  commemorates 
"The  Miracle  of  the  Gulls."  The 
sculptor  was  Mahonri  M.  Young, 
grandson  of  President  Brigham 
Young. 

Why  the  Sea  Gull  is  Honoured. 

Then  there  is  the  Sea  Gull  Monument 
with  two  Sea  Gulls  alighting  on  top  of 
the  pedestal.  It  must  be  the  only 
monument  in  the  world  in  honour  of  a  sea 
gull,  and  the  reason  for  its  creation  was 
explained  by  our  guide. 

It  appears  that  the  early  settlers  en- 
countered terrible  hardships,  actually 
having  to  exist  sometimes  on  thistles  and 


sago  roots.  Then  the  ground  was  pre- 
pared, water  laid  on  to  the  desert  and 
the  precious  seed  they  had  brought  with 
them  was  planted. 

The  guide  explained  that  everything 
promised  well  for  the  crop,  and  the  earth 
was  covered  with  fresh  green  when  hordes 
of  black  crickets  came  along  from  the 
desert  devouring  everything  in  their  way. 
Only  a  miracle  could  save  the  little 
community,  and  they  prayed  earnestly 
for  help. 

A  Miraculous  Deliverance. 

Looking  upward  next  morning  they  saw 
a  great  flock  of  birds  approaching  from 
the  west  and  thought  that  the  birds  would 
take  what  the  crickets  had  missed.  The 
birds  proved  to  be  sea  gulls,  and  instead 
of  devouring  the  crop  they  fed  upon  the 
crickets,  continuing  their  work  until  the 
destroyers  were  exterminated  on  which 
they  flew  away,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
crop  was  saved. 

"  So  you  see,"  explained  the  lecturer, 
"  how  God  hears  and  answers  the  prayers 
of  His  people,  and  the  Sea  Gull  Monu- 
ment is  erected  '  In  grateful  remembrance 
of  the  mercy  of  God  to  the  Mormon 
pioneers.' 

It  should  perhaps  here  be  stated  that 
Salt  Lake  City  must  be  at  least  700  miles 
from  the  sea,  hence  the  presence  of  the 
sea  gulls  was,  to  say  the  least, 
remarkable. 

In  the  Tabernacle. 

We  then  lined  up  to  enter  the  Taber- 
nacle, a  huge  building  seating  8,000 
people.  It   has   a   vaulted   ceiling   with 

wooden  arches  spanning  150  feet,  which 
are  held  together  simply  by  wooden  pegs 
and  a  binding  of  cowhide.  When  it  was 
built  in  1863  some  men  gave  labour  and 
others  money. 

What  struck  me  most  about  the  Taber- 
nacle was  its  extraordinary  acoustic 
properties.  A  pin  dropped  on  one  side 
of  the  great  auditorium  can  be  heard  the 
other  side. 

While  I  was  in  the  Tabernacle  the 
choir  of  several  hundred  voices  and  organ 
broadcast  a  musical  programme,  and  I 
do  not  think  I  have  ever  heard  finer 
singing.  The  great  organ  is  remarkable 
not  only  for  its  quality,  but  the  manner

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"   MORMONISM."

THK  only  way  to  gain  a  personal  testi- 
mony of  Christ's  divinity  is  to  seek 
guidance  of  God  prayerfully,  examine  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  humbly,  and  put  its 
principles  to  the  test  in  every-day  living. 
Only  then  will  a  testimony  of  the  divinity  of 
Christ's  message  become  a  priceless  convic- 
tion which  will  transcend  all  uncertainty  and 
doubt. 

ADAM. 

THK  Church  teaches  that  Adam  was  the 
father  of  the  Adamic  race,  that  is,  he 
was  the  first  of  the  children  of  God  in  spirit 
who  received  an  earthly  body  in  the  image 
of  God.  As  such,  Adam  is  the  father  of 
man  as  we  know  him  to-day. 

ANGELS. 

ANGELS     are     one     of     unembodied,     dis- 
embodied,   or    resurrected   beings   who 
have  not  yet  reached  the  status  of  Godhood. 

PURPOSE   OF    LIFE. 

THE  purpose  of  life  is  to  gain  happiness 
by  utilizing  this  earthly  experience  to 
further  our  own  progress  and  that  of  our 
fellowmcn.  For  these  purposes  we  conquer 
the  forces  of  the  earth,  overcome  our  weak- 
nesses, cherish  all  the  virtues,  and  meet  the 
trials  of  life  because  Ave  know  that  our 
earthly  experiences  have  eternal  values. 

MAN'S    AIM. 

CHRIST  taught,  "  Be  ye  therefore  perfect, 
even  as  your  Father  in  heaven  is  per- 
fect." Man's  highest  aim  in  life  is  to  achieve 
this  ]>erfection  through  eternal  progression 
by  developing  the  gifts  within  him  through 
living    the    Gospel    of    Jesus    Christ.  The 

ultimate  aim  is  to  attain  the  state  of  God- 
hood.  Such  an  aim  inspires  man  to  niak s 
his  every  daily  act  his   best. 

HELL. 

ALTHOUGH  the  Church  does  not  believe 
in  a  hell  of  "  fire  and  brimstone,"  it 
believes  it  to  be  the  state  of  those  who  suffer 
from  regret  for  wrong- doing  and  loss  of 
opportunities  to  do  right  and  progress  while 
on   earth. 


RESURRECTION. 

THERE  are  two  resurrections,  the  first, 
known  as  the  resurrection  of  the  just, 
and  the  second,  the  resurrection  of  all  otlier 
people.  The  first   was   inaugurated   by   the 

resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ.  A  continua- 
tion of  this  resurrection  of  the  just  has  been 
in  operation  since.  This  resurrection  will 
be  greatly  extended  in  connection  with  the 
coming  of  Christ  in  His  glory  during  the 
Millenium.  The  second  resurrection  will  be 
deferred  until  the  end  of  the  thousand  years 
of  peace  in  connection  with  the  last  judg- 
ment. 

PLAN    OF    SALVATION. 

THE  Plan  of  Salvation  is  that  great  divine 
plan  provided  for  the  welfare  of  man- 
kind. Its  aim  is  to  bring  about  the  perfec- 
tion and  eternal  life  of  man.  By  it  man's 
pre-existent  spirit  was  enabled  to  take  on 
a  mortal  body  and  gain  the  experiences  and 
knowledge  of  this  life.  Upon  this  earth,  the 
provisions  of  this  plan  are  incorporated  in 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Mediator, 
who  by  His  sacrifice  has  made  possible  the 
eternal  life  of  man. 

FREE    AGENCY. 

THIS  question  implies  an  incorrect  con- 
ception of  original  sin.  The  fall  of 
Adam  did  not  remove  the  free  agency  of 
man,  but  by  making  him  mortal,  gave  him 
the  opportunity  of  exercising  it.  By  Adam's 
fall,  man  was  thrust  into  this  mortal  sphere 
of  good  and  evil  where  he  is  obliged  to  choose 
his  course.  It  is  through  this  choice  that 
human  growth  ami  development  are  made 
possible. 

RESTORATION. 

BY  exercising  their  free  agency  in  the 
wrong  direction,  men  wandered  farther 
away  From  the  laws  and  commandments  of 
God.  During  a  few  hundred  years,  the  ordi- 
nances were  changed  and  authority  to  act  in 
God's  name  lost.  Thus  came  a  general 
apostacy.  Gradually  men  came  to  a  realiza- 
tion that  the  true  principles  of  the  Gcspel 
were  not  being  taught  and  practised.  This 
realization  led  to  the  Reformation.  As  the 
darkness  broke,  God  saw  fit  to  restore  His 
Church  again  to  earth  and  the  Holy  Priest- 
hood with  the  power  to  officiate  and  ad- 
minister the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel. 

PERFECT   AS   COD. 

A    MORMON    maxim    .states,    "As    God    is 
man    may    become."  As    man    pro- 

gresses, however,  so  God  progresses  and 
therefore  if  man  ever  attains  to  the  perfec- 
tion which  He  has  now  reached,  undoubtedly 
God  will  have  ascended  to  greater  heights, 
thus  eternally  progressing.

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Ideals    of     "  Mormon  "     Motherhood. — Con- 
tinued iiuni  page  30. 

Upon  the  mother  also  depends  in  large 
measure  the  social  and  spiritual  life  of  the 
home.  The  vocation  of  the  father  usually 
takes  him  away  from  the  home  during  the 
regular  working  day,  and  civic  and  re- 
ligious duties  often  demand  other  hours 
of  his  time,  while  the  children  during  their 
most  impressionable  years  spend  much 
time  in  the  care  of  the  mother.  It  is 
then  that  their  attitudes  are  formed  that 
give  strength  and  performance  to  right 
habits  and  good  disposition  on  the  one 
hand ;  or  that  lead  to  formation  of  bad 
habits  and  miserable  lives  on  the  other. 
It  is  now  generally  believed  by  educators 
that  the  first  six  years  of  a  child's  life 
are  the  most  influential  in  determining  his 
character. 

Mother's  Opportunity. 

It  is  the  mother's  opportunity  and  her 
great  privilege  to  make  the  most  of  these 
vears  in  laying  the  foundation  for  success- 
ful lives.  With  these  great  opportunities 
can  a  mother  afford  to  shift  her  responsi- 
bilities to  others,  to  neglect  her  duties  in 
the  home  for  pleasures  or  pastimes  with- 
out? Shall  nursery  schools  and  kinder- 
gartens take  over  home  responsibilities, 
or  must  they  be  regarded,  where  avail- 
able, as  helps  only  in  the  process  of  child 
development.  As  to  Church  auxiliaries, 
such  as  Primary  Associations  and  Sunday 
Schools,  the  very  term  "  Auxiliary 
indicates  their  subordination  to  the  home 
and  the  major  Church  organization. 

The  religious  education  of  the  child 
begins  in  the  home  and  the  family  must 
continue  to  carry  the  major  responsibility. 
This  is  made  very  clear  and  emphatic  in  a 
revelation  contained  in  the  68th  Section 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  25-28 
verses  : 

"  And  again,  inasmuch  as  parents  have 
children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her  stakes 
which  are  organized,  that  teach  them  not 
to  understand  the  doctrine  of  repentance, 
faith  in  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 
and  of  baptism  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  when 
eight  years  old,  the  sin  be  upon  the  heads 
of  the  parents : 

"  For  this  shall  be  a  law  unto  the 
inhabitants  of  Zion,  or  in  any  of  her 
stakes  which  are  organized. 


"  And  their  children  shall  be  baptized 
for  the  remission  of  their  sins  when  eight 
years  old,  and  receive  the  laying  on  of  the 
hands. 

"  And  they  shall  also  teach  their 
children  to  pray  and  to  walk  uprightly 
before  the  Lord. " 

An  important  aspect  of  this  responsi- 
bility consists  in  teaching  children  to  have 
faith  in  God  the  Father,  in  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  in  the  gospel  of  Christ  ?s 
restored  in  recent  times.  This  teaching 
must,  to  be  effective,  be  by  example  as 
well  as  by  precept. 

Religious  Influence. 

It  is  a  very  essential  part  of  the  religion 
of  the  Latter- Day  Saints  that  they  have  a 
feeling  of  dependence  upon  God  as  a 
living  Father,  and  that  they  seek  con- 
stantly through  Jesus  Christ  strength  and 
guidance  from  Him.  This  is  the  essence 
of  prayer  and  the  reason  why  children 
should  be  taught  to  participate  in  family 
prayers,  as  well  as  to  engage  in  individual 
prayer.  These  prayers  should  be  real, 
earnest  efforts  to  secure  divine  help  in 
support  of  their  own  efforts  to  accomplish 
good,  and  never  as  a  means  to  further 
selfish  ends.  "  Prayer  is  the  Soul's 
Sincere  Desire,"  but  that  desire  should 
always  be  for  what  is  best  for  the  common 
good.  With  this  attitude  toward  religion, 
and  prayer  as  one  of  its  forms  of 
expression,  the  mother  in  the  home,  with 
the  co-operation  of  the  father,  may  be  a 
great  power  for  making  worthy  and 
efficient  members  of  both  Church  and 
Nation.  She  must,  to  carry  on  effectively, 
accept  the  admonition  to  Joshua,  "  Be 
strong  and  of  good  courage."  Not, 
however,  for  physical  combat,  but  for 
triumph  over  all  sorts  of  evils  and 
obstacles,  bv  industry,  patience  and 
endurance,  by  that  charity  which  is 
properlv  the  highest  form  of  life — of 
which  the  Apostle  Paul  wrote  to  the 
Corinthians,  commonly  called  a  hymn  to 
love:  "  Love  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind, 
envieth  not,  love  vaunteth  not  itself,  is 
not  puffed  up,  doth  not  behave  itself 
unseemly,  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not 
easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil,  re- 
joiccth  not  in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all 
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things,    hopeth    all    things,    endureth    all 

things.        Love  never  faileth." 

It  is  by  cultivation  of  this  kind  of  love 
and  its  practical  applications  in  the  home, 
that  mothers  may  best  succeed  in  carry- 
ing on  their  responsibilities.  There  are 
no  greater  responsibilities  that  fall  to  the 
lot   of   woman. 

The  Latter-day  Saint  ideal  of  Mother- 
hood agrees  with  the  poet  who  wrote 
these  lines  : 

"  The  mother  in  her  office  holds  the  key 

of  the  soul ; 
And   she   it   is  who   stamps  the  coin   of 

character, 
And  makes  the  being  who  would  be  a 

savage 
But    for    her    gentle    care,    a    Christian 
man."

of  its  building.       The  timber  was  hauled 

over  the  mountains   and   deserts   for   300 

miles,  and  it  was  hand -carved  and  hand- 

built. 

As  to  the  choir  a  young  Mormon  in- 
formed be  that  all  the  work  was  volun- 
tary, and  there  was  keen  competition  to 
enter  the  choir. 

She  was  frightened. 

But  apparently  amongst  some  of  the 
visitors  the  same  anxiety  to  enter  the 
Tabernacle  does  not  exist  for  the  guide 
humorously  stated  that  one  lady  waited 
half  an  hour  before  she  would  enter  the 
Tabernacle,  saying,  "  If  I  once  get  in- 
side there  I  will  never  get  out." 

The  Temple  adjoins  the  Tabernacle,  but 
this  is  only  open  to  professed  Mormons. 

The  Temple  is  used,  I  was  informed, 
for  the  performing  of  particular  sacred 
services,  including  Baptism  for  the  Dead, 
Ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  marriage 
ceremonies  and  other  sealing  ordinances. 

In  a  letter  of  this  character  it  would  be 
out  of  place  to  explain  the  tenets  of 
Mormonism  at  any  length,  but  I  made 
enquiries. 

The  Faith  of  the  Latter  =  day  Saints. 

"  I  have  been  baptized  for  the  dead," 
said  a  young  Mormon  girl  to  the  writer. 
"  It  is  like  this.  If  anyone  dies  who  has 
not  had  the  opportunity  to  be  baptized, 
we  believe  a  living  person  can  be  baptized 


for  him,  and  I  was  baptized  for  one  of 
my  relatives." 

I  heard  later  that  this  doctrine  had  the 
warrant  of   Holy  Scripture. 

The  authority  of  the  Church  is  vested 
in  a  President,  two  Counsellors,  Twelve 
Apostles,   and  Bishops. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  Latter- 
day  Saints  do  not  smoke,  neither  do  they 
drink  tea  or  coffee,  or  take  any  stimu- 
lants or  narcotics. 

Some  Striking  Figures. 

From  the  International  Health  Year 
Book  of  the  League  of  Nations,  it 
appears  that  the  average  death-rate  of  the 
nations  is  14  per  thousand.  The  death- 
rate  of  the  Mormons,  however,  is  only 
7.5  per  thousand. 

While  in  Salt  Lake  City  I  took  advan- 
tage of  the  special  service  organized  by 
the  Gray  Line  to  see  other  chief  features. 

Brigham  Young. 

It  was  while  on  this  trip  I  learned 
something  of  the  famous  Brigham  and  his 
wives.  I  had  already  seen  a  photograph 
of  the  prophet  surrounded  by  wives  in  the 
Museum.  Whatever  criticism  may  be 

levelled  at  him  for  his  doctrines  no  one 
will  deny  his  bravery.  Even  if  it  were 
permitted,  how  many  men  today  would 
feel  adequate  to  undertake  such  a 
responsibility  as  he  did. 

When  I  discussed  the  subject  with  one 
of  his  followers,  I  was  told  that  Brig- 
ham's  many  marriages  were  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  economic.  When  a 
woman  lost  her  husband  or  a  girl  her 
parent,  and  there  was  not  one  to  provide 
for  her,  Brigham  gallantly  stepped  into 
the  breach,  for  it  was  felt  in  the  special 
circumstances  attached  to  a  new  country 
unprotected  females  would  not  be  desir- 
able and  might  come  to  harm. 

Each  of  the  wives  had  her  own  home, 
and  to  judge  by  the  charmingly  domestic 
photos  I  saw  they  were  all  happy. 

Some  Facts. 

Utah  has  a  fine  and  well -equipped 
University,  which  is  not  surprising  in  a 
State  which  has  the  highest  rate  of 
literacy  in  the  world.  In  this  connection 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  literacy  with  the 
Saints  averages  99.7  per  cent.,  while  nine 
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out  of  every  thousand  can  be  found  at 
the  University  annually. 

Striking  features  of  Salt  Lake  City  arc 
the  beautiful  residences  in  the  suburbs. 
It  was  difficult  to  believe  that  less  than 
a  hundred  years  ago  the  ground  was 
desert. 

Here  I  must  bring  to  a  close  my  im- 
pressions of  Utah  and  the  Mormons,  con- 
cluding with  a  few  observations  which 
may  be  of  value. 

Firstly  the  idea  prevalent  in  South 
Africa  that  the  Mormon  missionaries 
desire  in  their  proselyting  to  take  back 
women  and  girls  for  plural  wives  is  a 
ridiculous  calumny  for  there  is  not  such 
a  thing  as  plural  marriage  in   Utah. 

Secondly,  far  from  being  a  nest  of 
libertines,  Utah  has  a  very  high  standard 
of  morals,  and  the  Saints  believe  the 
marriage  is  indissoluble  and  exists  not 
merely  for  this  life  but  eternity.  Divorces 
number  only  14  per  hundred  thousand  as 
compared  with  46  per  100,000  for  15 
nations.  The   illegitimacy    rate   of   the 

State  despite  the  presence  of  a  large 
number  of  non- Mormons  is  only  8.7  as 
compared  with  an  average  of  74  else- 
where. 

Mormons  look  after  their  own  poor 
instead  of  letting  them  come  to  the 
State,  and  give  one-tenth  of  their 
personal  incomes  to  the  Church  which 
also  operates  the  social  services. 

I  have  not  dealt  with  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  which  was  stated  to  be  revealed 
to  the  founder  by  the  Angel  Moroni,  but 
in  essentials  it  supplements  the  Bible, 
which  is  the  standard.  It  deals  with  a 
remnant  of  the  Israelites  who  found  their 
way  to  America,  and  is  considered  to  be 
inspired. 

My  conclusions  after  meeting  the 
Latter-day  Saints  without  expressing  any 
opinion  on  their  theological  views  are 
that  they  are  a  kindly,  honest,  industrious 
and  cultured  people  with  a  sense  of 
citizenship  and  duty  to  their  neighbours 
far  above  the  ordinary.
